The  decree  authorizing  the  fusion  of  the 
Banco  da  Republics  with  the  Banco  do 
Brazil,  a  translation  of  which  we  print 
to-day,  is  too  important  a  document  to  be 
criticized  without  ample  examination.  Not 
only  is  the  fusion — a  foregone  conclusion, 
with  most  people  in  Rio— treated,  hut  aid 
to  industries  again  crops  up,  a  moral 
encampa$o  is  included,  and  what  certainly 
appears  at  first  sight  to  be  a  new  issue  of 
legal  tender  money,  under  the  peculiar 
denomination  of  bonus,  is  another  feature  of 
this  complex  decree.  There  have  been 
political  motives  so  interwoven  in  this 
banking  question,  that  some  attention  must 
be  paid  to  their  influence  also.  In  fact  this 
document  becomes  one  of  so  varied  and 
important  a  character,  that  the  local  press 
appears  rather  unwilling  to  approach  it  as 
yet.  And  no  doubt  their  prudence  is 
commendable.  The  columns  of  undigested 
financial  theories  that  have  appeared  during 
the  time  this  question  of  banks  has  been 
under  discussion  have  tired  most  readers  ; 
perhaps  because  each  writer  set  up  his  own 
mark,  in  order  to  knock  it  down.  As  these 
experts  have  now  a  common  target,  their 
discussion  will  have  at  least  some  degree  of 
aptness,   which  their  former  efforts  lacked. 


Another  week  has  passed  without  any 
important  news  from  Rio  Grande  do  Sul, 
and  the  impression  seems  to  be  gaining 
ground  that  Sr.  Silveira  Martins  and  his 
partizans  are  not — as  we  never  considered 
them  to  be— desirous  of  coming  into  direct 
collision  with  the  federal  forces,  and  this 
an  invasion  of  the  State  of  Rio  Grande 
would  render  inevitable.  The  published 
reports  of  Governor-elect  Castilhos'  reception 
at  Rio  Grande,  state  that  he  had  declared 
for  a  policy  of  "forgetting  old  scores, ''"and 
if  no  pitched  battle  is  to  decide  who  will 
govern  Rio  Grande,  it  appears  to  us  that 
the  occasion  has  arrived  for  an  attempt  at 
pacifying  the  state.  As  the  federal  govern- 
ment must  act  as  judge  and  jury  in  any 
compromise,  it  seems  to  us  that  strict  in- 
vestigations should  be  promised,  each  side, 
into  the  charges  respectively  made,  for  it  is 
evident  that  neither  the  partizans  of  Sr. 
Silveira  Martins,  nor  those  of  Sr.  Castilhos, 
can  show  over  cleans  records,  and  a  prom- 
ised impartial  investigation  might  induce 
the  withdrawal  of  many  charges.  It  is  said 
that  a  band  of  emigrants  from  Rio  Grande 
is  forming  in  the  Stale  of  Santa  Catharina 
for  the  purpose  of  annoying  their  opponents. 
If  this  be  true,  and  the  Santa  Catharina  state 
authorities  can  not  control  these  guerillas, 
then  the  federal  government  should  he  ap- 
pealed to  and  the  band  destroyed  by  any 
means.  The  Rio  Grande  "civil  war"  is 
rapidly  becoming  an  intolerable  nuisance. 
Weeks  have  passed  with  the  two  parties 
breathing  defiance  at  each  other,  and  noth- 
ing comes  of  it,  until  the  period  of  ridicule 
seems  approaching,  and  if  this  arrives,  what 
at  first  appeared  to  be  a  serious  danger,  will 
be  consigned  to  the  same  category  as  the 
recent  mutiny  of  the  police  in  Rio  de  Ja- 
neiro, and  the  conspiracy  of  last  April. 
We  are  very  glad  to  be  able  to  give  our 
opinion  that  the  Brazilians  have  little  of 
the  conspirator  in  their  constitutions,  and 
restless  men  seeking  self-aggrandizement 
will  soon  be  obliged  to  recognize  this. 
Brazil  requires  absolute  quiet  ;  if  the  diffi- 
culties in  Rio  Grande  can  be  smoothed 
away,  it  seems  to  us  probable  that  such 
quiet  will  be  very  nearly  attained.

Although  it  is  not  implea. 
one's  view  endorsed  by  facts,  yet 
sincerely  regret  that  the  vievs  we  expressed 
in  our  last  issue,  as  to  the  danger  lo  be 
apprehended  from  the  military  organ  tan 
of  the  police  in  Brazil,  had  not  been  pi 
correct  so  promptly,  as  the  police  of  the 
Stale  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  in  dertook  tc 
The  reason  ascribed  for  this  mutiny— ft 
it  was  nothing  else — which  \va*  th 
treatment  of  some  men  dismissed  fro. 
the  corps,  is  loo  ridiculous  t 
for  a  moment.  The  men  were 
possibly  bribed,  to  create  a  disturbance  ;  but 
what  the  leaders  of  this  wickedly  foolish 
plan  could  have  expected  to  result,  is  really 
beyond  comprehension.  With  a  federal 
garrison  of  several  thousan.l  men  within  a 
few  minutes  call  and  the  harbour  full  of  men- 
of-war,  that  could  knock;  the  town  of 
Nictheroy  about  the  ears  of  the  insurgents 
in  a  few  hours,  only  the  mast  criminal  folly 
could  have  inspired  the  leaders  to  acts  that 
have  resulted  of  some  30  or  40  deaths,  for 
which  theyare  as  morally  responsible  as  if  they 
had  fired  the  shots  that  killed  the  victims.  Of 
course  politics  arc  at  the  bottom  of  this 
fiasco  ;  Ex-Governor  Portella's  adherents 
wished  to  put  him  back  in  the  gubernatorial 
chair,  and  lo  create  the  necessary  vacancy 
Governor  Porciuncula  must  be  deposed. 
The  governor  did  not  await  deposition, 
from  all  accounts,  but  made  a  masterly 
retreat  on  the  Federal  Capital,  and  returned 
to  the  State  Executive  Mansion  with  an 
escort,  that  Governor  Portella's  adherents 
did  not  care  to  meet.  It  must  be  confessed 
that  very  little  moral  courage  was  shown  on 
either  side,  and  the  result  litis  been  a  fiasco 
that  world  be  ludicrous,  had  there  been  no 
loss  of  life.  Suppose,  however,  this  revolt 
had  occurred  in  any  of  the  state-capitals 
separated  from  Rio  by  days  of  sea-voyage, 
or  by  leagues  of  difficult  country,  ami 
uncertain  railways?  Is  it  not  possible  that 
the  mutineers  would  have  caused  frightful 
material  damages,  ami  panic  followed 
anarchy  ?  These  questions  are  serious. 
The  federal  government  is  jberfectly  justified 
in  sending  troops  to  suppress  disorder,  when 
the  authorities  of  a  stale  confess  their 
inability  to  cope  with  this  ;  but  the  federal 
government  cannot  surely  be  expected  to 
maintain  a  "flying  column"  ready  to  meet 
demands  from  any  part  of  ||he  country  ;  nor 
is  it  all  desirable  that  it  should  maintain 
such  a  force.  The  various  state  governors 
have  seen  their  "neighbour's  beard  on  fire," 
and,  to  continue  the  Portuguese  metaphor, 
will  act  wisely  in  "putting  their  own  in 
soak."  Their  Pretorian  guards  may  prove 
anything  but  a  safeguard  for  the  pre- 
servation of  the  peace.

sincerely  respect.  There  is  merely  011c  more  pro- 
ject that  proposes  lo  lend  aid  to  so  important  a 
question. 

The  last  article  of  the  decree  published  on  t!ie 
day-before-yesterday  determined  that  it  will  be 
dependent  upon  llieapproval  of  Congress,  whereso- 
ever it  may  exceed  executive  attributes.  Now, 
willi  the  exception  of  llie  two  nrlicles,  moreover  of 
secondary  importance,  that  of  the  depositing  in  the 
future  Banco  da  Republics  do  Brazil  ihe  Treasury 
balances,  and  the  moratorium  conceded  to  the 
banks  of  issue,  everything,  lo  commence  with  llie 
obligatory  fusion  by  the  simple  vote  of  a  "  major- 
ity"  of  the  shareholders  of  ihe  two  banks,  lianco 
do  Brazil  and  Banco  da  Repu.blica  dos  Eslados 
Unidos  do  Brazil,  down  to  the  immediate  with- 
drawal of  100,000, 000$  of  paper  money— everything 
is  subject  lo  this  approval;  for  either  there  is  110 
law  for  its  authorization,  or  it  is  opposed  to  express 
dispositions  of  laws  in  force,  from  which  the  Execu- 
tive is  not  exempted. 

Thus  it  is,  fur  example,  that  the  substitution  ol 
the  specie  deposits,  and  those  of  11 polices  belonging 
to  the  bank  of  issue  by  other  apatites,  gold,  with 
interest  al  2%%,  is  an  innovation  which  is  not 
within  the  attributes  of  this  power  (the  Executive), 
(or  it  invades  the  prerogatives  of  Congress,  which 
the  Constitution  exclusively  charged  with  legis- 
lation upon  such  subjects.

lishcd.  Then  we  will  have  occasion  to  frankly 
manifest  our  opinion  as  regards  it. 

If,  however,  the  government  considers  that  il  is 
authorized  to  execute  its  idea  immediately,  winch 
we  do  not  believe,  we  must  declare,  with  the 
utmost  distaste,  that  the  Vice-President  of  the 
Republic  has  assumed  a  tremendous  responsibility 
tn  exercising  a  liiianciahiiciator,hip. 

The  decree  so  long  studied  may  be  the  source  of 
evils  much  more  serious  than  those  it  is  sotinlu  to 
remedy.

Perhaps 
if  all  the  ladies  in  the  country  would  follow  the 
example  of  their  energetic  sisters  al  S.  Joaquim, 
the  country  could  get  rid  of  the  army  and  in  this 
way  manage  In  the  course  of  time  to  have  once 
more  a  little  peace  . 

—We  regret  to  see  from  a.  telegram  publshed 
in  the  J'ontal  do  Brazil  on  the  17th  that  public 
opinion  in  Maranhilo  is  seriously  exercised  over 
the  municipal  elections.  Curiipii  has  declined  to 
accept  its  municipal  chiefs.  In  Itapicunl  the 
voting  places  were  organized  without  previously 
inviting  the  oposition  representatives.  Altogether 
according  to  the  eoprrespodent  of  the  Junta!  do 
Brazil,  Maranhao  is  in  a  bachvay.  But  what 
interest  has  Rio  jn  the  matter  ? 

According  to  the  Jamal  do  Brazil  of  the  18th, 
a  Federal  deputy  asked,  through  the  general  in 
command  of  tlie  garrison  in  the  state,  of  Parana, 
from  the  governor  of  the  state  a  land  grant  for  a 
relative.  The  request  was  refused;  the  general 
then  proposed  to  move  the  garrison  from  the 
capital  to  an  encampment  in  the  suburbs,  thus 
stimulating  the  political  opponents  of  the  governor 
to  create  disturbances.  This  is  certainly  edifying. 
—In  the  municipality  of  Turvo,  Minas  Genes, 
a  horrible  scene  occurred  at  a  little  party  given 
by  a  planter.  The  host  had  an  Argentine,  or 
Spaniard,  employed  as  a  horse-breaker  who  bad 
fallen  in  love  with  a  young  lady  of  the  neigh- 
bourbood,  and  was  rejected.  The  brute  armed 
himself  with  the  inevitable  knife,  succeeded  in 
getting  into  the  ball  room  and  stabbed  his  lady- 
lone,  killing  her  immediately,  lie  then  attempted 
to  "run  amuck"  and  seriously  wounded  othei 
guests,  until  lie  was  knocked  down  and  disabled 
by  a  blow  from  a  door-bar.

RIO  GRANDE   DO  SUE 
f  Jen.  Tavares  has  prepared  a  manifesto  in  regard 
to  affairs  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 

Governor-elect  Castilhos  reached  Porto  Alegre 
on  the  15th,  At  a  collation  which  was  offered  him 
by  Dr.  Abbot  toasts  were  drunk  and  enthusiastic 
speeches  were  made. 

There  are  said  to  be  bodies  of  armed  refugees 
not  only  in  Argentine  and  Uruguayan  territory,  but 
also  in  the  state  of  Santa  Catharina. 

On  the  16th  hist,  the  Uruguayan  general 
Casemiro  Garcia  left  Montevideo  for  Rivera,  for  the 
purpose  of  inspecting  the  border  and  preventing 
any  violation  of  Uruguayan  neutrality. 

The  gunboat  Cananea,  ordered  to  Rio  Grande 
by  the  government,  encountered  a  violent  storm 
and  was  obliged  to  put  in  at  Santa  Catharina  for 
repairs  on  the  16th. 

A  telegram  of  the  iSth  from  Buenos  Ayres  says 
that  it  is  reported  there  that  Gov.  Castilhos  is 
about  to  issue  an  amnesty  proclamation. 

\  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  same  date  says 
that  Gen.  Tavares  in  his  manifesto  advises  his 
friends  to  disband.  The  latter,  according  to  the 
telegram,  received  this  advice  very  unfavorably 
and  are  very  much  disheartened.  Gen.  Tavares, 
Col.  Guerreiro,  Dr.  Nico  Tavares  and  Dr.  Diana, 
says  the  same  telegram,  have  had  a  conference, 
meeting  at  the  estancia  of  Ramon  Silveira.  Rarros 
Cassal  is  slated  to  be  at  S.  Luiz  on  an  estancia 
belonging  to  a  member  of  the  Maciel  family, 

The  Castilhistas  are  said  to  be  seizing  the  cattle 
011  the  c'sta/irias  of  their  adversaires.  From  that 
of  Barao  de  S.  Luiz  they  took  500  bead. 

At  a  meeting  held  in  Pelotas  on  the  nth  there 
was  voted  a  resolution  to  send  the  following 
telegram  to  Gen.  Eloriano  Peixoto  :  "The  people 
of  Pelotas  in  public  meeting  assembled,  after  an 
address  from  Judge  Jose  Maria  Gongalvcs  Chaves, 
resolve,  with  ihe  most  earnest  patriotism,  to  offer 
you  as  bead  of  the  Brazilian  nation  their  enthusi- 
astic support  for  the  defence  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul, 
threatened  with  a  Federalist  and  Castilian  invasion, 
and  for  the  defence  of  our  institutions  in  any 
manner.  The  people  of  Rio  Grande,  Citizen  Pre- 
sident, are  in  favor  of  avenging  by  arms  the 
disrespect  with  which  the  republic  has  been 
treated  by  its  neighbors."

—On  the  Jlli  Ilia  first  stake  of  the  railway  from 
Piedade  to  Theresopolis,  Rio  de  Janeiro,  was 
driven.  On  the  1.8 th  0  Pais  says  that  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  shareholders  of  the  Theresopolis  railway 
on  the  preceding  day,  it  was  decided  lo  liquidate 
the  company. 

— On  the  I4II1  inst.  the  laborers  employed  on 
the  S.  Paulo  Railway  at  ihe  Serra  struck  for  higher 
wages.  They  wish  to  be  paid  8$  a  day.  In  con- 
sequence of  Ihis  strike  no  trains  left  Santos  011  the 
15th.  The  passengers  of  the  train  from  S.  Paulo 
were  obliged  to  walk  to  Santos  from  the  foot  ol  the 
Serra. 

—By  Decree  No.  1,164,  of  the  91I1  inst.,  the 
government  has  issued  new  regulations  for  the 
supervision  of  railways.  According  to  these  regu- 
lations Hie  salaries  of  the  61  persons  employed  in 
this  service  will  amount  lo  502,280$  per  annum, 
not  counting  the  pay  of  a  servant  at  the  Cenlral 
office,  and  ihe  fees  of  treasury  clerks  employed  in 
i  examining  the  accounts  of  the  railways.

— O  Tempi  says  it  is  time  lo  put  an  end  to  the 
period  of  revolts ;  that  the  people  have  an  interest 
in  this,  and  to  the  government  it  belongs  lo  attempt 
it  vigorously  and  tenaciously.  De  accords :  a  little 
lynching,  and  a  few  military  executions,  would  go 
a  long  way  to  settle  political  tendencies  in  Brazil, 
just  now. 

—The  admirers  ol  Governor  Porciuncula  pre- 
sented him  with  a  bran-new  gold  pen,  with  which 
lo  sign  the  decree  dissolving  the  recently  revolted 
police  corps.  Great  enthusiasm  was  shown  on  the 
occasion  of  the  presentation  ;  greater  perhaps  than 
was  shown  a  short  week  ago  when  Governor 
Porciuncula  "skipped"  lo  Rio,  hut  inarched  back 
to  Praia  Grande. 

— The  preBmanary  exhibit  of  Brazilian  products 
destined  to  the  Chicago  Exposition  was  inaugur- 
ated on  llie  171I1.  President  Peixoto  was  repre- 
sented by  members  of  his  staff,  and,  of  the  cabinet, 
only  Sr.  Serzedello  and  Admiral  Mello  were  pre- 
sent. The  diplomatic  corps,  army  and  naval  officers 
and  a  fair  number  of  less  important  people  were 
present,aml  Sr.  Serzcdello  officiated  at  the  "solemn" 
session,  declaring  the  exposition  open. 

— The  "  gentle  shepherds"  of  the  encilhamento 
when  sheap-shearing  closes  in  the  RuadaCande- 
laria,  adjourn  lo  Paschoal's,  a  pastry-cook's  estab- 
lishment on  the  Rua  do  Ouvidor.  On  Ihe  evening 
ol  the  17th  the  "shepherds"  got  tooly-looral,  and 
the  police  bad  to  interlere,  but  not  before  mirrors 
bad  been  smashed  anil  other  damage  done  the  pre- 
mises of  the  pastry-cook,  Surely  these  rowdys 
can  be  kept  out  ol  Rio's  only  presentable  street?

That  Praia  Grande  revolution,  which 
appears  so  silly  to  most  people,  afforded  Col. 
Sampaio  Ferraz,  of  the  Tiradeutes  battalion,  an 
opportunity  to  receive  his  "  baptism  of  fire,"  and 
the  colonel  can  nuw  claim  to  have  seen  active 
service. 

—By  Decree  of  the  171I1  inst.  Col.  Serzedello 
was  appointed  to  the  office,  which  he  was  already 
holding  ad  interim,  of  minister  of  finance.  Engi- 
neer Antonio  Paulino  Liinpo  de  Ahreu  was  made 
minister  of  industry  and  Dr.  Antonio  Francisco  dc 
Paula  Sauza,  of  S.  Paulo,  minister  of  foreign 
affairs. 

— The  government  has  approved  the  schedule  of 
departures  of  the  steamers  of  the  United  Slates 
and  Brazil  Mad  SS.  Co.  According  to  this  sche- 
dule the  steamers  will  sail  from  New  York  on 
Jan.  18,  Feb.  n,  Maich  7,  April  24,  May  lS  and 
June  II,  and  from  Santos  on  Jan.  24,  Feb.  17, 
March  13,  April  6,  May  24  and  June  17.

STATE  OF  RIO  DE  JANEIRO, 

_  Between  two  and  three  weeks  ago  four  insubor- 
dinate policemen  of  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
corps  were  drummed  out  of  the  service  arid  sent 
into  the  interior,  whe.re,  it  is  said,  they  were 
barbarously  beaten. 

On  the  14th  inst.  indignation  meetings  were 
held  in  Nictheray.  The  police  revolted  and,  ac- 
companied by  the  rabble,  proceeded  to  the  official 
residence  or  the  president  of  the  state,  who  aban- 
doned it  and  came  to  this  cily  to  solicit  the  assis- 
tance of  ['resident  Floriano  Peixoto.  The  latter 
sent  to  Xiciheroy  the  7th  battalion  of  infantry  and 
part  of  the  1st,  together  with  50  cavalry  and  two 
pieces  of  artillery,  and  this  force,  after  a  slight 
skirmish,  drove  the  insurgents  from  the  official 
residence,  of  which  they  had  taken  possession. 
This  occurred  a  little  after  1  o'clock  a.  m.  on  the 
15th  and  at  5  o'clock  the  federal  troops  marched  to 
the  police  barracks,  which  they  occupied  without 
meeting  any  resistance.  The  police  force  stationed 
there,  composed  of  it  officers  and  100  enlisted 
men  promptly  surrendered.  On  the  15th  there 
were  found  four  corpses  of  persons  killed  in  the 
fight,  two  of  wh'iin,  civilians,  were  apparently, 
only  spectators  of  the  affray. 

A  large  number  of  persons  supposed  to  be 
implicated  in  the  revolt  were  arrested  ;  many  of 
whom  have  since  been  released. 

I 'resident  Porciuncula  has  dissolved  the  slate 
police  force, 

On  the  1 6th  the  president  of  the  stale,  learning 
that  Capt.  Cantidiano  Rosa,  who  had  been  pro- 
claimed provisional  governor  by  the  insurgents, 
was  hiding  at  Itaip'ii,  sent  a  force  to  effect  his 
arrest,  but  this  force  did  not  succeed  in  finding 
the  captain. 

The  prisoners  were  at  first 
fortress  of  Santa  Cruz,  but 
removed  to  the  jail  in  NictherOy, 

None  of  the  police  detachments  in  the  interior  of 
the  state  made  any  attempt  to  take  part  in  the 
revolt,  except  that  at  fiarra  Mansa.  The  com- 
mander of  this  detachment  has  formally  denied  his 
participation  in  the  mutiny.
